"Xou touch on the Interconnection of nuclear and e 
araanueot I quite agree that tt would profit wt little &r

That does not mean, thai ;vc ignore the problen. of conventional 
forces and manpower. In this connection, It should, Xtaink, be borne In 
mlfld that there Is no prospect that nuclear weapons will be abolished so 
far as we now foresee. The sciortiists and technicians both of the Soviet 
Union and of the West era In agreement that, while Mur e production of 
fissionable material mi be controlled, there l»m way to assure the con- 
military use of significant amounts of OssioaaMeoiaterlai al ready produced.-^
